Most Victory gardens grow 
onions from sets. These are mere¬ 
ly dwarfed onions, grown last year 
in crowded rows which prevented 
them from developing normal size. 
They are grown from the same 
seed that produces large onions. 

Their advantage over seed is in 
the time they take to grow to us¬ 
able size. They will produce green 
onions in three weeks, and mature 
onions in three months.

io grow mature onions, space 
these plants four inches apart, in 
rich soil. 

Green onions may be grown from 
seeds, sown with the first crops. It 
takes much longer to produce either 
green or mature onions from seeds 
than from sets. Sow fairly thickly, 
and cover half an inch, and thin out 
the young plants early. If you are 
growing for green onions, space 
them an inch apart. As they attain 
a usable size, they can be used, 
and plants may be left standing 
four inches apart to mature. 

When the onion tops grow limp 
and fall over, it is a sign that the 
bulbs are mature. They need not 
be pulled at once, but when they 
are harvested they should be dried 
several days in the sun and stored 
in a well ventilated place. 

A rich soil is required to grow 
large onions from seed. A balanced 
plant food should be applied at the 
rate of a pint to 25 feet of row.

Victory gardens are essential, but 
that does not mean that land¬ 
scapes should be uprooted in their 
entirety; or that flowers must not 
bloom for the duration. 

Flowers are real builders of mor¬ 
ale; even in England, during her 
darkest hours, it was not felt wise 
j to banish flowers from the country¬ 
side. A few flowers, with their 
, color and perfume, will greatly 
enhance the value of your Victory 
garden. 

Varieties that require a minimum 
of space, yet produce a profusion 
of bloom should be selected. Wild 
growing vines that trespass across 
an entire garden should be discour¬ 
aged. Specimens that produce a 
huge mass of bushy growth should 
be kept in mind for after the war. 
’lants that grow easily, requiring 
tie care, water or fertilizer are 
e ones to select. There are many 
i these available providing all the 
colors of the rainbow. 

The nasturtium has won its popu¬ 
larity honestly. It possesses a 
lengthy blooming season and re¬ 
seeds itself year after year. Hun¬ 
dreds of flowers may be produced 
on a very few plants and the col¬ 
ors contrast pleasingly with the at¬ 
tractive foliage. It does well in al¬ 
most every type of soil. The plant 
seems able to withstand any sud¬ 
den changes in weather. The 
orange and red varieties are most 
brilliant, and the yellow varieties 
are effective in combination with 
blue. 

Sweet peas keep for many days 
after being cut and in the outdoor 
garden a row of them along a 
fence will hide an unsightly back¬ 
ground. 

The soil for sweet peas should be 
worked thoroughly to a depth of 
eighteen to twenty inches. Chipping 
or scratching the seed will guar¬ 
antee faster germination. Sweet 
pea fertilizer should be thorough¬ 
ly incorporated with the soil either 
some time prior to planting or after 
the seedlings have become fairly 
well established. 

The seed should be sown from one 
to one and one-half inches deep in 
furrows three or four inches deep. 
The furrows should gradually be 
filled in as the young plants pur¬ 
sue their normal growth. For best 
culture of sweet peas the ground 
should be kept fairly moist, a con- : 
dltion that also prevents soil cak- : 
ing. Cultivation may become neces- <

sary later in the season to main¬ 
tain the soil in a friable condition. 
Cut the flowers constantly as the 
seeding process consumes tremen¬ 
dous energy which is diverted from 
flower production. 

For pungent perfume the carna¬ 
tion is hard to beat. Moreover it's 
fairly free-flowering and makes no 
excessive demands on the busy gar¬ 
dener. Carnations may be propa¬ 
gated from seed or from slips. 
The Chabaud types flower just 
about six months after sowing. 

A sweet soil and one that pos¬ 
sesses excellent drainage satisfies 
this flower. Stem cuttings should be 
started during the spring months 
and should be just about four inches 
long. They start quickly if put in 
sand and will take root in four to 
five weeks. 

Other varieties of flowering 
plants that may be incorporated 
in your Victory garden include:

Many people do not quite under- 
aland just what onion sets are. 
Actually they are seeds that have 
been planted very closely and then 
dug before they’ve had a chance to 
mature. The sets look like the 
bulbous section of a common 
bunching onion. They vary in size 
from a large pea to a lime. When 
they attain the latter size they are 
not considered very good sets. Ob¬ 
viously it is more satisfactory to 
plant small sets. This is true be¬ 
cause onion sets are sold by the 
pound and the quantity of large 
sets in a pound would be small. A 
pound of small sets, by the same 
token, would be quite numerous 


and the customer would have more 
sets to plant. 

An average loam should suffice 
for onion sets but the ground should 
not be too heavy. Such a compost 
makes it difficult for the bulbs to 
expand normally and often their 
shape is distorted by such a con¬ 
dition. The sets may be placed 
from one-half inch to one inch un¬ 
der the surface of the ground and 
from two to four inches apart. 
Brown Australian and White Portu¬ 
gal seem quite popular although 
some of the White Globe onions are 
also available in sets. The crop 
should mature approximately six 
weeks earlier than by seeding.
